careful inquiry would modify. 

The introduction of these methods if 
a soil were unsuitable and dressing scarce, 
if there were no market to hand and 
experience still to be learned, would ob- 


viously be no fair test as to their prac- 
ticability. 

As an industry it is well suited to a 
hard-working man who, having a little 
capital, seeks open air employment and 
a country life. There should, however, 
be no doubt whatever in the mind of the 
ibeginner as to the amount of work re- 
| quired to succeed in this line of business. 

It is easy to hear of instances in France 
_of men who, by sheer hard work, with 
little besides an acre of land in hand, 

have obtained a good return, but continu- 
ous wark throughout the hours of day- 
| light and often through part of the night 
|as well, together with a constant study 
of the minutest details of plant life, are 
necessary. 

Certain instances there are in which 
these gardens have been successfully 
managed in parts of England during past 
years, and the movement has of late 
received fresh impetus. So long as the 
attempt is made where circumstances are 
favorable there is no reason at all why 
it should not succeed and even flourish. 
The favorite locality chosen for these 


— 


gardens at present in England is the fer- 
tile and sunny Vale of Evesham, already 
| noted for its gardens of all kinds. 

An industry of this kind usually makes 
& more rapid advance at the outset when 
centralized in some particular district 
where a knowledge of the special form 
of labor required becomes general, and 
thus more easily obtainable. In this way 
too, beginners have a better opportunity 
to cooperate for the sale of produce, to 
compare methods, interchange experiences 
and to render one another mutual as- 
sistance. After this kipd of industry is 
once established in a district, and shown 
to be capable of success, one of the best 
ways to promote its growth would seem 
to be that of practical instruction given 
by technical gardeners ‘trained in this 
pararticular branch of market gardening. 

This phase of an industry comes gen- 
erally as a dater development only and 
the initial steps in the establishment of 
new methods are made by those more 
enterprising men who first acquire for 
themselves the necessary information 
and then endeavor to put it into practise.

IMPORTED SUPPLIES 
UF WOOL ARE Ghilct 
FEATURE IN MARKE! 


New Business Since First of 
the Year Has Been Moder- 
ate but Purchasers Closely 
Note Conditions. 


VALUES UNCHANGED 


New business in the wool trade has 
been only moderate since the beginning 
of the year, and buyers await further 
developments in regard to the demand 
for mill products before making their 
estimates of requirements of raw ma- 
|terial on a comprehensive scale. 

There has been enough sampling and 
inspecting of offerings, however, to indi- 
cate that purchasers are keeping close 
watch on the trend of the market, as 
well as on the drift of prices. The for- 
eign wools already received, and the new 
lots to arrive, constitute the most inter. 
esting feature of the market. A fair 
demand for them seems to be assured, as 
they will supplement the diminishing 
supply of domestic wools during the 
next three or four months and round out 
the season. 

A reflection of the price situation is 
found in the public sales since the begin- 
‘ning of January in the selling centers 
‘of Australia and New Zealand, where 
values have been well maintained thus 
‘far. Next Tuesday the first London 
Aeries of 1910 will begin, and this is 
‘eertain to command much attention. 

It is assumed that contracting in the 
| West will take its cue to a large extent 
ifrom the character of this opening series 
of the vear. The buying movement has 
‘been delayed this winter considerably, 
ivet there is no apparent anxiety on the 
part of eastern merchants about securing 
ample supplies when the shearing season 
approaches nearer. . 

The incentive tor contracting far 
advance of the actual clipping of 
wool has been lacking this winter. A 
year ago prices were advancing and de- 
mand was expanding. Now prices are 
at a standstill and possibly may ease off 
slightly, while demand is calculated to 
be about normal for clothing fabrics and 
other textiles, judging from current or- 
ders in the goods market, so that pros- 
pective wool will about 
estimated needs without putting much, if 
any, strein upon ruling quotations. 

It would not surprise well posted deal* 
ers, therefore, to witness a quiet and 
steady market for both old and 
wools for some time to come, at primary 
points and in the eastern selling centers.

In foreign wools there is promise of 
a larger movement in the near future. 
Australian and New Zealand crossbreds, 
according to present prospects, will be 
more freely taken, when new cargoes ar. 
rive, than merinos. There is also reason 
to expect continued absorption of certain 
kinds of carpet for other than 
customary uses, the woolen goods mills 
finding in such offerings much stock that 
is suited to their purposes. Values in 
all lines remain practically unchanged.

Nearly Million Spindles Have 
Been Added to Cotton Con- 


suming Capacity During 
Year Just Ended. 


NEW YORWK—During 1909 southern | 
states added nearly 1,000,000 
to their cotton consuming capacity. That | 
would give them 11,750,000 spindles. This 
compares with probably no less than 
18,000,000 spindles in the north, making 
29,750,000 spindles for the United States, 

With these additions spinning capacity 
is certainly not below the best year’s 
record of 5.000.000 bales which the census 
office gave for 1906. Tat is nearly if | 
not fully half of the spinnable crop. 

Yarn mills have felt the advances 
raw cotton prices more directly than any 
other interests, owing to the large pro- 
portionate share of cotton costs in ex- 
pense of manufacturing.

the commercial and industrial life of the city. This I promise to do, 

und | ask the cooperation of the business interests of the city in the | 

matter. 

The mayor is entitled to the support of all good citizens in every 
effort that he may make for the advancement of Boston. If we 
want improved trade, better buildings, cleaner streets, proper trans- 
portation facilities, a greater and more beautiful city, we must work 
to bring to fruition all our hopes in these respects. ‘The responsibility 
is not on the mayor alone. While the mayor has new power under 
the revised charter, this has been given him under certain restrictions. 
Ile may choose his own heads of departments and assistants to 
carry on his administration, but their worth and ability must first 
be passed upon by the civil service commission. The interests of the 
city will also be sateguarded by a finance commission appointed bv 
the Governor, which will investigate the needs of appropriations and 
advise on their expenditure. Boston desires an economical admin- 
istration, but not a miggardly one; it is opposed to extravagance, 
but it favors a liberal and-progressive policy. Mayor-elect Fitzgerald 
has promised a government to be-run on business principles, and 
in this he should be able to count on the heartiest cooperation. 

The new city council will contain seven Citizens Municipal 
League men, of whom five were indorsed by the Good Government 
Association. In this the city may congratulate itself, as the league gets 
a working majority in the body, which is composed of nine members. 
Another cause for gratification is the reelection of David A. Ellis 
to the school committee by a splendid vote, approving the fine work he 
has done in his seven years of service and encouraging him to pro- 
ceed in the efforts he has been making to realize his high and pro- 
gressive ideals. 

Boston is looking ahead, and it is looking ahead with confidence. 
The new charter and the officials who have been chosen to serve the 
city under new conditions will be given a fair trial. And the 
citizens of Boston should expect that the new city government 
will prove itself worthy of the trust reposed in it.

Other members are in revolt against the party’s tariff 
policy, and, contrary to the wishes of its leaders and of the President, 
threaten to renew the tariff agitation on the’ floor at the first 
opportunity. Others refuse to be committed to an organization 
plan of action with reference to the formation of the Ballinger- 
Pinchot committee. 

Tonight a caucus is to be held avowedly for the purpose of 
fixing the status of those members of the party who refuse to act 
with the organization. Whether at the last moment the “insurgents” 
will be invited to participate, or, if invited, they will attend, it is 
impossible to say now. Very likely neither of these things can 
happen without preliminary overtures and agreements of a concilia- 
tory character. Here is where political tact not far removed from 
true statesmanship might be brought into play. The differences 
between the “insurgents” and the “regulars” have reached an acute 
stage, but they are by no means beyond adjustment. Since the 
Republican party for the time being is entrusted with the responsi- 
bilities of government, the country would much prefer to learn that 
prudence and harmony were in control not only of the individual 
thought of its members but of its councils. 


THE publication of the figures showing the 
assessinent of personal property and real 
estate in New York city for 1910 affords a 
basis for somewhat surprising comparisons. 
The total assessed valuation of all property 
in the state of Massachusetts is about $5,000,- 
000,000. The total assessment of New York 
city is $7,875,000,000. This is far more than 
the estimated value of the total wealth of 
Spain and is equal to the wealth of the 
Netherlands and Portugal combined. The tentative increase in 
New York's valuation over last year exceeds $200,000,000. This 
will add $20,000,000 to the city’s borrowing capacity and give the 
new administration along with the $40,000,000 now available all 
the money needed for subway and other contemplated improvements.

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scale of valuation for purposes of taxation.. This they do not always 
get. For several years a gas plant in New York was carried on the 
tax rolls at only $600,000. In 1909 it was raised to $3,500,000, and 
this was declared by some to be not half its value. It was valued by 
the company in a recent franchise suit at $10,000,000. ‘Ihe remarks 
of Mayor Gaynor to his new tax board would answer admirably as 
an address to all the assessors of the land. Said he: “Adopt a fair 
sale value. Establish a basis and then make it uniform. Favor no 
one and see that your deputies favor no one.”’ 
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ForMER Chief Forester Pinchot comes very naturally by his 
knowledge of the woods. His grandfather, a soldier under Napoleon, 
was among the earliest settlers of western Pennsylvania, where he 
cleared a patch of land and built a home for himself and family. 
Perhaps it was from the grandfather that the grandson inherited 
the disposition to “‘hew to the line, let the chips fall where they may.” 


A RECENTLY published conservative estimate 
places the number of automobiles to be 
turned out in America during 1910 at 200,- 
000. Add this number to the hundreds of 
thousands already in commission, put a com- 
plement of passengers in each of them, and 
try to imagine how many people will thus 
be scurrying about the land! Then, too, the 
railroad lines are installing more and taster 
trains ; the steamship companies are launching 
larger and swifter ships; the electric car systems are spreading 
out like networks of steel spider-webs about every city and 
town. In the more remote rural districts the demand for better 
country roads is widespread and insistent. All the world is awheel 
and going somewhere. Some of it is going to markets and shops, 
the factories and offices for the day; some of it is going around 
the world on business or pleasure bent. In these days of much 
traveling, nearly every one gets a more or less extended bird’s- 
eye view of life. ) 

If one does not care to journey around the globe he can sit 
quietly beneath his vine and fig-tree while a goodly portion of the 
world on wheels passes in review before his door. ‘The daily area 
and scope of life is constantly broadening. Now that one can go by 
train across the United States, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, ina 
little more than four days, or can sail from New York, “do” Europe 
and return to America in a little more than a fortnight, all must 
realize what a considerable extent of the earth's surface may be 
brought within the range of vision in a very short while. And the 
end is not yet. for what still greater breadth of observation will be 
afforded travelers when the flying machine is prepared to convey them 
at the rate of a hundred miles an hour above the earth, spread out like 
a far-reaching map beneath, it is yet too early to attempt to con- 
jecture. 

As conditions of lite now are, a very large number of people 
travel considerable distances daily by steam and electric car, by boat 
and automobile. That travel must prove educative, no well- 
informed person of experience will presume to doubt. This holds 
true whether the trip be long or short, yet 1t must be conceded that he 
who goes farthest sees most. Toa close observer even a little journey 
by street car is likely to produce sights and incidents that are intorm- 
ing if not always agreeable. One learns otf the purpose of life by 
getting into its moving currents. The few who refrain from travel, 
these days, are sure to be visited and lived upon by those who go 
a-journeying. If one does not go to Europe, Europe is sure to come 
to him in the letters from friends, in numberless postcards, and in 
the word-pictures painted by returning travelers. The world, today, 
is in circulation, locally and universally, as it never has been betore. 
The tides set in every direction. Everybody passes in review before 
everybody else. 

So transportation 1s of most serious importance to a community 
and to a world. The car of Progress must be advanced. ' The wavy 
should be made smooth that its wheels may encounter naught that 
will serve to impede or delay. 


- World on 
Wheels 
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A LARGE portion of the Boston public months 
ago raised its voice in favor of a tunnel in 
this city from the subway to the South sta- 
tion. While the wishes of the people may 
have considerable weight and should not 
in any case be thrown lightly aside, still their 
real needs in matters of transportation and 
the practicability ot plans proposed can be 
determined, as a rule, only after thorough 
examination by experts. When the Wash- 
ington street tunnel was completed and put into operation no little 
confusion ensued, and the traveling public was put to much incon- 
venience, owing to a lack of proper connection ,between the old 
subway and the new underground passage. It appeared that there 
had been an oversight in the plan of construction and that there was 
just ground for complaint. In this case it seemed that even the 
experts had failed. Various remedies were tried by the railway 
managers without complete satisfaction. 

Then the subject was taken up by a dual board composed of 
the Boston transit commission and the Massachusetts railroad com- 
mission, which has just decided in favor of the building of a tunnel 
from Park street station in the subway to the South terminal, with 
an intermediate stop at the Washington street tunnel. The board 
finds that the time consumed in getting to the South station now is 
from five to twenty minutes, depending on the point from which 
the traveler starts. It says it 1s clear that there is a legitimate 
demand for a quicker and easier means of transportation between 
this point and several centers of metropolitan Boston. The east 
and west tunnel is the only logical solution of the problem presented, 
and the conclusion of the board will meet with general approval. 

The board opposes the reopening of the Tremont street sub- 
way to elevated trains and does not favor the requests for other 
tunnels. The report of the board, which was read in the Senate 
on Monday, favors the granting of permission to the Boston Elevated 
to purchase stock of connecting roads. Such consolidation is in 
the line of progress, but the board is wise in advising that certain 
restrictions shall accompany any measure enacted, including the 
approval of the public authorities for every purchase of stock and 
securities desired, similar approval to permit the sale of any stock 
and securities so acquired, and approval of every contract between 
the Elevated and any company in which it has acquired stock. The 
application of these cqnditions will help to guarantee that the state 
shall retain full control of the situation, with supervisory and 
regulatory power.

Elkins. In offering it, Senator Elkins, who in a large measure 
represents what might be termed. the conservative railroad opimon 
of the country, gave it his approval. 

This would seem to indicate that notwithstanding the opposition 
encountered trom the six railroad presidents who visited the \White 
House before the message was submitted, its provisions will be 
accepted 1n good part and in good faith by the corporations. [t may 
be too much to expect that this or any other measure of like character 
could pass through the houses of Congress without alteration, at 
least in minor respects. In fact, Senator Elkins has already proposed 
some changes, and has been referred to the attorney-general by the 
President. 

But it seems to be the general*belief of the press and of the 
public men who have spoken on the subject that the proposed 
amendments, 1f adopted, will strengthen the interstate commerce law 
while at the same time affording greater freedom and facility to 
both shipper and carrier. 
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THE fact that Mayor Gaynor walks one way between lis home 
and his office every day is an indication that New York's municipal 
chief officer means, right at the start of his administration, to put it 
on a Democratic footing.

The fact that there are only 3000 applications 

tor 2000 places speaks well for the general 
_ condition of the labor market. Doubtless 

the great majority of these come from 
persons already holding positions. But just now this is not the 
interesting point. 

We are told by the supervisor that in several places there is a 
large surplus of applicants, as in Suffolk county, where there are 
83'1 applicants tor 438 positions. In Cambridge there are 152 
applicants for 49 positions. In Worcester there are 93 applicants 
tor 83 positions. On the other hand, it appears, in 400 to 500 of 
the 2000 districts in the commonwealth there are no applicants at all, 
and in others only one each. Such communities as North Adams, 
Pittsfield, Fall River, Taunton, Beverly, Lynn, Chicopee, Holyoke, 
Lowell, Northampton and Waltham are mentioned in this connection. 

That is to say, the unemployed, where there are any, and the 
discontentedly employed, where there are any, are to be found mainly, 
if not altogether, in the congested districts within or around the 
metropolis ot the state. At the worst, these are relatively few. 
The employment offered is fairly attractive, the compensation is 
reasonable, but the tailure of both to induce anvthing more than a 
normal number of applicants proves that the times are good and 
that surplus labor is almost wholly absorbed. 

This does not alter or impair the other and more interesting 
lesson, which is that in good times as in dull times those who have 
made places for themselves in the less crowded communities are the 
inmost settled and contented. Whether this is due to the fact that thev 
enjoy a more regular form of prosperity, or whether it is one of 
the consequences of “the steady drain of the country toward the city,” 
is something for the sociological student to think about. 


A MOVEMENT Is on foot to erect a monument to the memory of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson at his old home in Concord, Mass. While the 
movement 1s a most commendable one, no doubt, the generally 
accepted truth which says that the man who ought to have a montu- 
ment does not need one, still holds true. Some one has very wisely 
observed that it is a much greater honor to have the people asking 
why a man has no monument than it 1s to have them asking why 
he has one. It is probable that Emerson’s name will outlive the 
marble on which it 1s proposed to chisel it.
